Bethel’s high school tuition 
payments are now estimated: at 
$119,000 for the fiscal year 
1962, compared to $105,500 
raised at the annual Town 
Meeting.

If the en- 
rollment there increases to 100, 
from the present level of 84, 
they will be allowed to charge 
the same rate as Gould, 25°¢% 
above the state average, 

Gould Academy was recog 
nized as Maine's leading high 
school recently when it became 
the only school aceredited by 
the state for a ten-year period. 
The State Dept, of Education 
computes Gould's per pupil 
tost as $987.10, On the basid 
of having two approved vocu- 
tional courses Gould is allowed 
to charge 25°; above state 
averate cost, oy $579.45 for the 
year just completed. The bal- 
ance of the cost is made up by 
the Trustees. The $579 is, how- 
ever, nearly $150 higher than 
the previoys year when only 
a 15% surcharge was allowed 
above the state average cost, 
Next year the School Commit- 
tee anticipates a tuition charge 
per pupil of $500 by Woodstock 
High School and $620 by Gould 
Academy,
